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Gettysburg To Have 


Mobilization Camp 


Washington, May 14—Gettysburg baa 


been chosen aa the mobilization point for 
four Infantry commands which will include 
tegular army men and volunteers It _ 
the only point in Pennsylvania at which 
such a camp will be held 
It was official 


ly announced here to-day as part of the 
program adopted by President Wilson, 
the War Department, and other allied 
branches of the Government. Various 
states in the Union will be used for the mo- 
bilization of the new troops and the Penn- 
sylvania point of such camp was chosen 
at Gettysburg. Ground of the National 
Military Park will be devoted to the pur- 
pose. The regiments to be mobilized and 
trained at Gettysburg will be the Fifty 
.Eight, Ninth, Sixtieth, and Sixty First 
Regular Infantry. Each regiment will 
have as its nucleus a number of trained 
Regular Army men. It is presumed that 
the establishment of the camp at Gettys- 
burg will be undertaken as quickly as pos- 
sible. It has been stated that no con- 
scripted men will be taken into the Regu- 
lar Army so that the commands to be 
raised at Gettysburg will all be volunteers. 
This will mean a camp of between 7500 
and 8000 men. The war strength of a 
regiment is 1942 men which includes a ma- 
chine gun compariy of 74, a headquarters 
company of 58, and a supply company of 
10. Orders were given to-day to the 
Quartermaster General to prepare ^belters 
for the regiments. 
It is expected that a 


force will be sent to Gettyiburg withia 
the next week or ten days.

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Rev. Robert McClean Dies. 


The Rev. Robert F. McClean, a native 


of Gettysburg and widely known as a 
Presbyterian minister, died at his home 
n Mechanicsburg Sunday morning about 
7.30 He suffered a stroke a week previous 
and his condition was,'grave until death 
ensued. His age was 72 years and 2 
months. Robert F. McClean was borji in 
Gettysburg March 13, 1845, a son of Mos- 
es and Hannah Mary McClean. He spent 
jis early life therc,"receiving his prelimin- 
ary education in the Gettysburg public 
schools and Gettysburg college. Following 
us graduation he taught a few years ia 
he schools of Gettysburg, before taking 
up preparations for the Presbyterian min- 
istry at Princeton Seminary. During a 
year's cessation in his college work Mr. 
McClean learned printing in the office of 
the Gettysburg Star. After his ordination 
to the ministry, he served;]the charge at 
Wayneaboro. Subsequent charges were at 
McConnpllsburg, 
Dauphin,; and 
New 


Bloomfield. He retired from the active 
ministry several years ago and since that 
time has been livmglin Mechanicsburg, A 
few days prior to .receiving the stroke 
which proved fatal to him.JJthe Rev. Mr. 
McClean attendedjja special2raeeting of 
Presbytery in Great Conewago church, 
Hunterstown, and at that time was in his 
usual health. Mr.JfMcClean was twice 
married. His first wife was Miss Bowles, 
of Franklin county. His second wife sur- 
vives him, together with three children: 
Robert Bowles i;McClean, business man- 
ager of the New York Post; W. Chichester 
McClean, Mechanicsburg and Mrs. Mary 
Sugden, Hampton, Va. One sister, Miss 
Lillie McClean, Gettysburg, also survives 
him. 


RUSSIA MINISTER 


OF WAR QUITS 


General Guchkoff, Russian minister 


of war, has resigned. 


He announced his resignation as a 


meeting of the congress of delegates 
from the front. Ho read the following 
letter sent by him to the premier, 
Prince Lvoff: 


"In view of the condition In which 


the power of the government has been 
placed, especially the authoilty of the 
minister of war, in relation to the 
army and the navy, a condition which 
I am powerless to alter and which 
threatens to have consequences fatal 
to the defense, the liberty and even 
the existence of Russia, I can no long- 
er exercise the functions of ministei 
of war and marine and share responsi 
bility for the grave sin being commit 
ted against the country."'

•workmen's and soldiers' delegates has 
called for an armistice is denied. Tlv 
question of an armistice has nevei 
been raised by the council, which on 
the contrary is engaged at present in 
drafting an appeal to the soldiers at 
the frcnt. pointing out .the inadvisa 
bi'.ity of a separate pca^p cr cf fra 
tcrniz'ng with the enemy."

BRITISH JjOLD GAINS 


Loose Germans' Desperate Hold on 


Bullecourt and Rocux. 


British troops have just completed the 


absorption of two important villages 
to which ihe Germans have clung des- 
perately since the battle of Arras be- 
gan. 


One of these is Roeux, on the north 


bank of the Scarpe. The other Is Bui- 
lecourt, which lies directly in the Hin 
denburg line, just to the west of Que- 
ant. 


As a resuilt of steady fighting during 


the last forty-eight hours the Germans 
foothold in Bullecourt has been reduc- 
ed to two isolated posts, where bomb 
ing fights are continuing. A virtually 
similar situation evists in Roeux. 


Since the British victory on Satur 


day the German counter attacks have 
lacked much of their recent fierceness 
The number of prisoners taken during 
this time has been exceptionally large 
for the character of the operations and 
the number cf troops involved. 


These may merely be coincidences, 


or it may be the Germans have become 
tired of sending so many 
of 
their 


troops to death In massed formation 
Tho German soldiers have been fight- 
ing very stoutly since reserves were 
thrown into the Arras area.

Mobilization Camp. 
Washington, May 14—Gettysburg has 
been chosen as the mobilization point for 
four Infantry commands which will include 
regular army men and volunteers 
It is 
the only point m Penngyltania at which 
•such a camp will be held 
It was official­ 
ly announced here to-day ns part ot the 
program adopted by President Wilson, 
the War Department, and other allied 
branches of the Government. Various 
states in the Union will be used for the mo­ 
bilization of the new troops and the Penn­ 
sylvania point of such camp was chosen 
■at Gettysburg. Ground of the National 
Military Park will be devoted to the pur­ 
pose. The regiments to be mobilized and 
trained at Gettysburg will betheP ifty 
JEight, Ninth, Sixtieth, and Sixty First 
Regular Infantry, Each regiment will 
have as its nucleus a number of trained 
Regular Army men. It is presumed that 
the establishment of the camp at Gettys­ 
burg will be undertaken as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
It has been stated that no con­ 
scripted men will be taken into the Regu­ 
lar Army so that the commands to be 
raised at Gettysburg will all be volunteers. 
This will mean a camp of between 7500 
and 8000 men. The war strength of a 
regiment is 1942 men which includes a ma­ 
chine gun compaily of 74, a headquarters 
company of 58, and a supply company of 
10. Orders were given to-day to the 
Quartermaster General to prepare ^lelters 
for the regiments. 
It is expecied that a 
force will be sent to Gettysburg within 
the next week or ten days,

Rev. Robert McClean Dies. 
The Rev. Robert F. McClean, a native 
of Gettysburg and widely known as a 
Presbyterian minister, died at his home 
in Mechanicsburg Sunday morning about 
7.30 He suiYered a stroke a week previous 
and his condition was;^grave until death 
ensued. His age was 72 years and 2 
months. Robert F. McClean was bo^^n in 
Gcttysburic March 13, 1845, a son of I^Ios- 
es and Hannah Maiy McClean, He spent 
his early life there,"receiving his prelimin­ 
ary education in the Gettysburg public 
schools and Gettysburg college. Following 
his graduation he taught a few years in 
the schools of Gettysburg, before taking 
up preparations for the Presbyterian min­ 
istry at Princeton Seminary. 
During a 
ycar*s cessation in his college work Mr. 
McClean learned printing in the office of 
the Gettysburg Star. After his ordination 
to the ministry, he served|Jthe charge at 
Waynesboro. Subsequent charges were at 
McConnpllsburg, 
Dauphin,'! and 
New 
Bloomfield. He retired from the active 
ministry several years ago and since that 
time has been living'Jin Mechanicsburg. A 
few days prior to ^receiving the stroke 
which proved fatal to him,¡the Rev. Mr. 
McClean attendedjja specialjmeeting of 
Presbytery in Great Conewago church, 
Hunters town, and at that time was in liis 
usual health. Mr.][McClean was twice 
married. His first wife was Miss Bowles, 
of Franklin county. His second wife sur­ 
vives him, together with three children: 
Robert Bowles iijMcClean, business man­ 
ager of the New York Post; W. Chichester 
McClean, Mechanicsburg and Mrs. Mary 
Sugden, Hampton, Va. One sister. Miss 
Lillie McClean, Gettysburg, also survives 
him.

BRITISH HOLD GAINS 


Loose Germans* Desperate Hold on 
Bullecourt and Rocux. 
British troop.s have just completed thç 
absorption of two important villages 
to which the Germans have clung des­ 
perately since the battle of Arras be­ 
gan. 
One of those is Roeux, on tho north 
bank of the Scarpo. The other Is Bul­ 
lecourt, which lies directly in the Hln* 
denburg line, just to the west of Que­ 
ant. 
As a rcsuit of steady fighting during 
the last forty-elght hours the Germans 
foothold in Bullecourt has been reduc» 
ed to two isolated posts, where bomb 
ing fights are continuing. 
A virtually 
similar situation exists in Roeux. 
Since the British victory on Satur 
day the German counter attacks have 
lacked much of their recent fierceness 
The number of prisoners taken during 
this time has been exceptionally large 
for the character of the operations and 
the number of troops involved. 
These may merely be coincidences, 
or it may be the Germans have become 
tired of sending so many

ing very stoutly since reserves were 
thrown into the Arras area.

Rest Periods as Aid to Production 


By ALFflED WESTFALL, 


Instructor in Colorado Agricultural College. 


Fatigue is the decreased ability to do work as the result of doing 


work. 
Work uses up the energy stored in the cells, wears out the cells 


themselves, and produces poisons in the blood. 
Fatigue may be either 


physical or mental. Its characteristics are acceleration of the pulse and 
i aspiration, increase in hodily temperature, fluctuation of the attention, 
increase in error, decrease in control of movements, reduction in the capac- 
ity for physical work, and the lowering of the mental functions. 


During rest the body recovers from fatigue, the cells are rebuilt, and 


the blood gets rid of its poisons. The man who does work, mental or 
physical, must proportion his work and rest to accomplish the maximum 
amount of work with the minimum amount of fatigue. If he works too 
long at a time, he so completely exhausts the cells that they recover slowly. 
If he rests too frequently or too long at a time, he fails to accomplish his 
maximum amount of work. The periods for work and rest vary with the 
different kinds of work. 


At the Bethlehem steel works it was found that undirected laborers 


loaded an average of 12i/L> tons of pig iron per day. 
Even when bonuses 


were offered, they were not able to go beyond this average, for if they did 
too much the first part of the day, they were not able to do so much the • 
latter part. When, under the direction of an efficiency expert, they fol- 
lowed each twelve-minute period of work with a period of rest, they were 
able to load 47^ tons with less fatigue. 
These and other experiments 


have led to the conclusion that every worker should have a brief period 
of rest every two hours at least, and much oftener if the work is difficult 
and exacting.

Well-Prepared Soil First 


Step Toward a Good Lawn, 


Declares Expert Gardener. 


Thorough preparation of the soil is 


the first requisite in building a lawn, 
points out M. 7. Ahearn, professor of 
landscape gardening in the Kansas 
State Agricultural college. Plow deep, 
and disk and harrow the soil until it 
becomes finely pulverized. 


"Seed is used oftener than turf in 


imuking a new lawn because it is cheap- 
er," said Professor Ahearn. 


"Sod may be laid at any time. 
It 


brings quicker results than seed, but 
requires constant watering the first 
season. 
Use sod for planting narrow 


strips, borders and terraces. 
In all 


other cases seed will give satisfaction. 
Thick sowing will be most satisfactory 
as it prevents the growth of weeds and 
other grasses. 


"Watch for the first appearance of 


weeds in the lawn and destroy them 
immediately. 
The only way to get 


landeliou out is to remove the roots." 


Kentucky blue grass is the best grass 


to plant, in the opinion of Professor 
Ahearn. It thrives in almost any soil 
and does well in this part of the state. 
Keep the front of the lawn clear of 
shrubs. Plant only in the corners, at 
the sides and back. A flower bed has 
no pluce in a small lawn. The lawn 
should be planned before the house is 
decided upon. Many lawns are spoiled 
by carelessness or ignorance in placing 
the house.

Did you pay war prices for eggs 


last winter? Most folks did, but while 
neighbors were paying from So to 40 
cents a'dozen for eggs, H. L. Kemp- 
ster of the Missouri College of Agri- 
culture was obtaining his for 18 cents. 
He had a small poultry plant in his 
back yard. 
His chicken house, six 


feet square, was built for less than $4. 
The laying flock, consisting of ten 
White Leghorn pullets, was placed in 
the new house November 1. No male 
bird was include'd in the flock. No 
space was available for a yard, but 
the confinement, which is not advis- 
able for breeding stock, did not seem 
to reduce egg production. 


The ten bens produced 409 eggs from 


November 1 to March 31. Mr. Kemp- 
ster considers this production good 
since only two of the hens were old 
enough to lay before January 1. Only 
44 eggs were laid the first two months 
while 365 were laid during January, 
February and March. Even then the 
409 eggs were produced at a food cost 
of $7 or less than 18 cents a dozen. 
At market prices which 
averaged 


35 cents a dozen, the eggs were 
worth $12.13. In other words, the 
hens 
returned 
a 
profit 
of 
50 


cents a bird above cost of feed. 
During March the feed cost of a dozen 
eggs was less than 9 cents a dozen, 
It is thus seen that the longer the 
hens are kept the lower the feed cost 
of a dozen eggs will be. 
By July 1 


it will be not more than 13 cents a 
dozen for the whole period. 
The test 


has demonstrated that laying hens can 
be kept in^ any back yard no matter 
how small without becoming an ob- 
jection to the neighbors, and that eggs 
can be economically produced. 


The birds may be used for meat as 


soon as they become broody and cease 
laying. The market value usually in- 
creases until June &o that the initial 
investment with interest can be ob- 
tained at anytime by selling the birds.

Baird.

The bed should be placed so that the 


light will not shine directly on the pa- 
tient. 
Iron or brass beds should be 


used for the sake of cleanliness. Woven 
wire springs re-enforced at intervals 
are just as strong and comfortable and 
are more sanitary than coiled springs. 


The mattress should be the best 


which can be afforded, says Miss Baird, 
and should be covered with an envelope 
cover. 
The*1 bed should be raised by . 


adjusting posts, or by means of a hol- 
lowed block in order that the home 
nurse may not be obliged to stoop more 
than is necessary In caring for the pa- 
tient.

HOME LIFE OF THE BASS. 


My Dear Buck: 
You ask for a little info on the 


habits and home lifo of the black bass 
and when and where to find him. The 
bass, both large and small-mouthed. 
Is a roamer, a lively, active hunter for 
the best place to gorge himself on the 
choice minnows, crawfish and helga- 
mite, with a dessert from the surface 
of the water of moths, flies and frogs. 
He is a great little traveler, and soon 
becomes big chief of the waters in 
which he lives. 
With such a varied 


menu, you will find him ever ready for 
a fight, equally eager for fly-hook, 
trolling-spoon, live bait or plug, right 
on the Job to put up a. struggle that 
will test your skill. 
You can fish for 


h'im night or day as he is a. 24-hour 
feeder, but early morning and late 
afternoon is the surest time to get him 
right. 
He is an active rogue and 


continually rising from the bottom to 
the surface, at times jumping above 
the water in pursuit of his feed. 
He 


changes his home and feeding ground 
as the season passes. In the spring 
he is found in the shallow water in 
the streams and rivers, below rapids 
and riffles, as the water warms up ho 
moves to the deep pools lying along 
side of windfalls and logs, 
rockj/ 


ledges and weedy spots. 
During tho 


hot summer he migrates to greater 
depths where the v/ater is cool. Like- 
wise in the lakes, the bass are "at 
home," in the spring, in the shallow- 
est places, lying off of the sand bars 
and gravel formation, you can count 
on a good catch, close inshore in the 
very low water. A little later when 
the weeds, lilies and reeds arc well 
grown you will find him in that vi- 
cinity. 
Both tho large and small- 


mouthed bass are often found in the 
same lakes, but in different locali- 
ties. 
The small-mouth, favors the 


stony bars or shoals varying in depth 
from two to forty or fifty feet, while 
the large-mouth prefers the weeds and 
muddy bottoms. 


East Wind Not So Bad. 


Weather 
conditions 
have 
been 


blamed since the time of Noah for an 
empty stringer or creel. 
Rainy days, 


pleasant days, all kinds of winds and 
especially an east wind have been 
cussed as the cause of "fisherman's 
luck." 
Remember 
this, the 
bass 


keeps on filling the feed-bag just the 
same, and an east wind is better than 
no wind at all. 
You will get more 


bass when the surface of the water is 
slightly ruffled by a breeze than when 
fishing on a clear still day. Last year, 
at the opening of the season in Wis- 
consin, Jim and I landed 19 fine large- 
mouth 
bass 
from 
a, little 
bay 


in something less than an 
hour, 


one casting while the other held the 
boat off shore. 
There was quite a 


stiff east wind blowing and the sur- 
face of the water was broken by a 
continuous roll of small waves. The 
bass ranged from two and one-half to 
five pounds and were caught between 
fire and six o'clock, after we had 
fished all day with very poor luck. 
These fish, Buck, were caught with 
a white Wilson wobbler with a red 
head and with a. Jamison Coaxer plug. 


Bass Have Keen Sight. 


While playing the game, don't for a 


minute forget that a bass has eyes, 
and he sure knows how to use them. 
Once he lamps you, your bait or lures 
are not for him, he has moved to 
other quarters. 
Don't stand in the 


boat and open up with a personally 
conducted sightseeing tour 
before 


you cast. He also hears, and often 
you will think that he is exceptionally 
keen in both of these senses. While 
in a boat bear in mind that sound vi- 
brations carry farther in the water 
than you cast, and under water sounds 
mean a frightened fish. Save useless 
casts in a pool from which the fish 
have vamoosed, don't telegraph the 
bass before inviting him to come in 
out of the wet. 


A bass will always gorge his food, 


but there is quite a difference in 
his mouthing of baits. 
If you are 


fishing with live bait, a minnow, 
crawfish or frog, he will strike without 
much' force and will mull the bait 
around^ in his mouth a bit before swal- 
lowing* it, in fact with a live min- 
now he will turn it around in his 
mouth and swallow it headfirst. 
In 


this case do not strike him too quick- 
ly, but give him a little time to play 
the bait before striking. A bass ban- 
dies a live-bait somewhat sicdlar to 
the play of a cat with a mouse it Las 
caught 
Many a time I have torn a 


minnow in half through striking too 
soon, having the pleasure of baiting 
again instead of landing the ba^t that 
had a half hold on my bait If you are 
using a wooden minnow or plug, how- 
over, fttrike quickly right after the 
bass strikes, as he immediately dis- 
covers that it is not a choice morsel 
of food, and disconnects.

Fatigue is the deeroased aliiliiy to do work as the result of doing 
work. 
W'ork uses xi)} the energy stored in the cells, wears out the cells 
lhein.«elvos, and produces pnison.s in the blood. 
Fatigue may be cither 
physical or .mental. 
Its characteristics are accélération of the pulse and 
respiration, increase in bodily temperature, fluctuation of the attention) 
increase in error, decrease in control of movements, reduction in the capac­ 
ity for physical work, and the lowering of the mental functions. 
During rest tho body recovers from fatigue, the cells are rebuilt, and 
the blood gets rid of its poisons. 
The man who docs work, mental or 
physical, must proportion his work and rest to accomplish the maximum 
amount of work with the minimum amount of fatigue. 
If he M'orks too 
long at a time, he so completely exhausts the cells that they recover slowly. 
If he rests too frequently or too long at a time, ho fails to accomplish his 
maximum amount of work. 
The periods for \vcrk and rest vary with the 


different kinds of work. 
At the Bethlehem steel works it Avas found that undirected laborers 
loaded an average of 12VL> tons of pig iron per day. 
Even when bonuses 
wore offered, they were not able to go beyond tliis average, for if they did 
loo much the first part of the day, they were not able to do so much the • 
latter part. 
When, under the direction of au efficiency expert, they fol­ 
lowed each twelve-minute period of work with a period of rest, they were 
able to load 471/0 tons with le.«?s fatigue. 
These and other experiments 
have led to the conclusion that every worker should have a brief period 
of rest every two hours at least, and much oftener if the work is difficult 


and exacting.

Thorough preparation of the soil is 
the first requisite in building a lawn, 
points out M. F. Ahearn, professor of 
hindscape gardening in the Kansas 
State Agricultural college. Plow deep, 
and disk and harrow the soil until it 
becomes finely pulverized. 
“Seed Is used oftener than turf In 
making a new lawn because It is cheap­ 
er,” said Professor Ahearn. 
“Sod may be laid at any time. 
It 
brings quicker results than seed, but 
requires constant watering the first 
season. 
Use sod for planting narrow 
strips, borders and terraces. 
In all 
other cases .seed will give satisfaction. 
Thick sowing will be most satisfactory 
as It prevents the growth of weeds and 
other grasses. 
“Watch for the first appearance of 
weeds in the lawn and destroy them 
inunediately. 
The only way to get 
dandelion out is to remove the roots.” 
K(»ntu.cky blue grass is the best grass 
to plant, in the opinion of Professor 
Ahearn. 
It thrives in almost any soil 
and does well in this part of the state. 
Keep the front of the lawn clear of 
baseball better. 
If I am slowing up I 
don’t feel it. although I gu(»ss it ttikes ; shrubs. 
Plant only in the corners, at 
a little longer each spring to get my ‘ the sides and back. A flower bed has

Did you pay war prices for eggs 
last winter? Most folks did, but while 
neighbors were paying from 
to 40 
cents a dozen for eggs, H. L. Kemp- 
ster of the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture was obtaining his for IS cents. 
Ho had a small poultry plant in his 
back yard. 
His chicken house, six 
feet square, was built for less than $4. 
The laying flock, consisting of ten 
White Leghorn pullets, was placed in 
tho new house November 1. No male 
bird was includc’d in the flock. 
No 
space was avtiilable for a yard, but 
the confinement, which is not advis­ 
able for breeding .stock, did not seem 
to reduce egg production. 
The ten hens produced 400 eggs from 
November 1 to March 31. 
Mr. Kenip- 
ster considers this production good 
since only two of the hens were old 
enough to lay before January 1. Only 
44 eggs were laid the first two months 
w’hile 3G5 w^ere laid during January, 
February and March. 
Even then the 
409 eggs were produced at a food cost 
of $7 or less than 18 cents a dozen. 
At 
market 
prices 
\\hich 
averaged 
35 cents a 
dozen, the 
eggs 
were 
worth $12.13. 
In other words, 
the 
hens 
returned 
a 
profit 
of 
no^ 
cents a bird 
above 
cost of feed. 
During March the feed cost of a dozen 
eggs was loss than 9 cents a dozen. 
It is thus seen that the longer the 
hens are kept the lower the feed c o st« 
of a dozen eggs will be. 
By July 1 
It will be not more than 13 cents a 
dozen for the whole period. 
The test 
has demonstrated that laying hens can 
be kept in^ any back yard no matter 
how small without becojning an ob­ 
jection to the neighbors, and that eggs 
can be economically produced. 
The birds may be used for meat as 
soon as they become broody and cease 
laying. 
The market value usually in­ 
creases until June ^ that the initial 
investment witI) interest can be ob­ 
tained at anytime by selling the birds.

Thinks Bright Colors Have 
No Place ¡n the Sickroom. 


Draj)eries and bright colors have no 
place in tho .sickroom, believes Miss 
Mary M. Baird, instructor In home 
economics, division of exten.sion, Kan­ 
sas State Agricultural college. 
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My Dear Buck: 
You ask for a little info on tho 
habits and home life of tho black bass 
and when and where to find him. The 
bass, both large and small-mouthed» 
Is a roamer, a lively, active hunter for 
tho best place to gorge himself on the 
uhoico minnows, crawfish and helga- 
mite, with a dessert from the surface 
of tho water of moths, flies and frogs. 
He is a great little traveler, and soon 
becomes big chief of the waters in 
which he lives. 
With such a varied 
menu, you will find him ever ready for 
a fight, equally eager for fiy-hook, 
trolling-spoon, live bait or plug, right 
on the Job to put up a struggle that 
will test your skill. 
You can fish for 
him night or day as he is a 24-hour 
feeder, but early morning and late 
afternoon is the surest time to get him 
right. 
He is an active rogue and 
continually rising from the bottom to 
the surface, at times jumping above 
tho water in pursuit of his feed. 
Ho 
changes his home and feeding ground 
as the season passes. In the spring 
he is found in tho shallow water In 
the streams and rivers, below rapids 
and riffles, as the water warms up ho 
moves to the deep pools lying along­ 
side of windfalls 
and logs, rocky 
ledges and weedy spots. 
During tho 
hot summer ho migrates to greater 
depths where the water is cool. Like- 
w ise in the lakes, the bass are “at 
home,” in the spring, in the shallow­ 
est places, lying off of the sand bars 
and gravel formation, 3^ou can count 
on a good catch, close inshore in the 
very low water. 
A little later when 
the weeds, lilies and reeds arc well 
grown you will find him in that vi­ 
cinity. 
Both, tho large and small­ 
mouthed bass are often found in the 
same lakes, but in different locali­ 
ties. 
The small-moutli favors the 
stony bars or shoals varying in depth 
from two to forty or fifty feet, while 
the large-mouth prefers the weeds and 
muddy bottoms. 
East Wind Not So Bad. 
W eather 
conditions 
have 
been 
blamed since the time of Noah for an 
empty stringer or creel. 
Rainy days, 
pleasant days, all kinds of winds and 
especially an east wind have been 
cussed as the cause of “fisherman’s 
luck.” 
Remember 
this, 
the 
bass 
keeps on filling the feed-bag just the 
same, and an east v/ind is better than 
no wind at all. 
You will get more 
bass when the surface of the water is 
slightly ruflled by a breeze than when 
fishing on a clear still day. Last year, 
at the opening of the season in Wis­ 
consin, Jim and I landed 19 fine large-

bass 
from

in 
something less 
than 
an 
hour, 
one casting while the other held the 
boat off shore. 
There was quite a 
stiff east wind blowing and the sur­ 
face of the water was broken by a 
continuous roll of small waves. 
Tho 
bass ranged from two and one-half to 
five pounds and were caught between 
five and six o’clock, after we had 
fished all day with very poor luck, 
! These fi.sh. Buck, were caught with 
a white Wilson wobbler with a red 
head and with a Jamison Coaxer plug. 
Bass Have Keen Sight, 
While playing the game, don’t for a 
minute forget that a bass has eyes, 
and he sure knows how to use them.

Wherever possible, the game 1^^ 
taken alive, and transferred to other 
parts of the country for restocklnM 
purposes.

Dutch Stuffing.—Soak three cupfuls 
of bread crumbs in milk to cover, 
squeezo dry. add three beaten eggs. • 
teaspoonful of salt, a fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of pepper, half a teaspoonfiU 
of sage, and three sour apples, chop­ 
ped. 
Slice a fourth of a pound of 
bacon thin; fry with a medium sized 
chopped onion and when the onion is 
cooked, combine the two mixture«, 
mix well and use

Wonders of a Mirage. 


The published statement of the ex- 


plorer Donald B. McMillan that the 
Arctic land mass which Admiral Peary 
reported and named Croker Land was 
but a mirage has stirred new interest 
in this strange phenomenon, which can 
deceive an experienced observer into 
the belief that he sees plains and moun- 
tains where there is nothing but a few- 
clouds. The mirage is due to the ap- 
pearance of small objects seen through 
layers of air at different temperatures, 
\\hlch bend the rays of light and dis- 
tort the image, much as the image of 
n pencil half submerged in water is 
distorted. A typical mirage is often 
seen in the deserts of the south west, 
where it becomes quite cool at night, 
imd the sun brings a sudden change in 
the morning, so that temperature lay- 
ers arc created. 
As a result small 


bushes appear as great trees, with 
their doubles below them, as though 
mirrored in still water. It was a simi- 
lar phenomenon which magnified a 
cloud bank to look like a continent.

Slice a large onion into a pint of 


boiling water and cook until tender 
Remove the onion and add two cup- 
fuls of milk with a pinch of soda. 
Pour this liquid over a tablespoonful 
of butter and flour that have been 
well cooked together. When it thick- 
ens, add n half cupful of grated cheese 
ind one well-beaten egg. Season with 
salt, paprika nnd n dash of cayenne 
and serve very hot. 
the egg is added.

Tomato Aspic Salad. 


Use two cupfuls of the Juice and 


pulp of strained tomatoes. Season 
with salt, paprika, celery salt and red 
pepper, add a small grated onion and 
mough lemon Juice or vinegar to give 


it the right flavor. Stir into this a 
half package of gelatine dissolved or 
softened in cold water, mold In cups 
and when firm turn out on lettuce 
leaves. 
Mask with mayonnaise. 


Corn and Chicken Soup. 


Use three pints of chicken stock, 


add a cupful of corn pulp, salt, pepper 
and celery salt, simmer half an hour, 
then add a tablespoonful of butter and 
a half cupful of milk. Bring to the 
boiling point and serve. 
This soup 


may be thickened with nn egg yolk, 
Improving it in flavor and increasing 
its nutriment. 


Something for Everyday Luncheons. 
A soup, a salad, some form of bread 


and a simple dessert with a drink, 
either hot or cold, makes a most ac- 
ceptable luncheon. The age, health, 
occupation nnd weather all modify the 
kind of food offered.

cream. A simple dessert is made by

>ver It hot stewed fruit of any kind. 


One of the most important conser- 


vation campaigns undertaken in the 
United States is that started by the 
committee on health problems of the 
National Council of Education, under 
the guidance of Dr. Thomas D. Wood, 
professor 
of physical education in 


Teachers' college, Columbia univer- 
sity. The campaign has for its pur- 
pose the improvement of health in the 
rural districts of the country. 


Alter careful investigation, Doctor 


Wood has found country school chil- 
dren less healthy, on the average, than 
city children. The reasons he believes 
to be largely found in careless disposal 
of waste matter in the country, in con- 
taminated water, in insufiicient venti- 
lation, In unbalanced rations, and in 
failure to have children examined by 
physicians and dentists. 


Doctor Wood and his committee 


purpose to remedy these conditions 
through a campaign of education in 
the rural schools. 
The improvement 


of conditions will be accomplished 
through pointing out just what is 
wrong with present modes of living. 
Jn the cities health regulations have 
been enforced largely through police 
power, and are still eraded by some, 
who do not realize the importance of 
sanitary conditions. 
In the country, 


thinly settled as it is, the careful en- 
forcement of minute regulations would 
be impossible. Improvement there will 
come through education, and improve- 
ment based on education is a much 
more settled, more beneficial matter 
than improvement based on law.

COÎVIPANV DISHES. 


Here aro a few good dishes good 
enough to servo at any time: 
Creole Spaghetti.—Dice 
and fry a fourth of a 
pound of bacon: 
slloo 
three 
onions 
and 
fry 
tiiem until light brown; 
add ouo and a half cup­ 
fuls of chopix?d chicken, 
voal or roast pork, then 
a half can cach of peas, 
tomatoes, kidney beans, 
mushrooms, simmer anJ 
season with salt and pepper. 
In tho 
meantimo cook a half pound of spa­ 
ghetti, in salted 
water, drain 
and 
place layers of Uie spaghetti, then of 
tho souco and one of grated cheo»c, 
using half a pound of grated cheese. 
Bake throo quarters of an hour In a 
hot ovom 
Tomatoes With Cheese-—Stew to- 
gnthor a can of tomatoes, four large 
preen poppers, six onions, a table- 
spoonful of oil, a tcaspoonfrl of salt 
and a;i eighth of a toaspoonful of pep­ 
per until tender- Grate a half pound 
of cheese. 
Butter a cnssorolo, put in 
a layer of tlio tomato mixture, thnn 
add cheese and crumbs, repeating un­ 
til all N; used, and a cupful and a half 
of crumbs. 
Leave tho crumbs on tho 
top, well buttered, and bake half an 
hour in a moderate ovon. 
Banana and Nut Salad.—Talco 12 ba* 
nanas, pool and slico them and dip 
th(' slices in the beaten white of an 
i'gg; then roll thom in chopped nuts 
and 
arrange on lettuce. 
Make a 
dressing by adding tho rest of the egg 
and another whole one to a half-cupful 
of vinegar, a half-cupful of honey, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, a quarter of 
a cupful of cream and a half-teaspoon 
ful of salt. Cook until thick, cool, and 
pour over salad. 
Crumb 
Cnkc-—Take a cupful 
of 
crumbs, broad or lady fingers, one cup 
ful of ground almonds, four eggs, ono 
cupful of sugar, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking pov/dor. 
Flavor with lemon 
rind. 
Mix ci^mbs, nuts and baking 
powder together. 
Boat the yolks of 
the eggs very light, add sugar and beat 
three minutes, ad lemon rind, mix with 
crumbs and nuts, fold In the stifTy 
beaten whites and bake in a slow 
oven. Serve with sweetened whipped 
cream on top. 


POTATO WAYS. 


There are now methods of cooking 
and serving potatoes springing up ev­ 
ery day so that with 
reading and thought ono 
need nevor tiro of tho 
monotony in serving tho 
homely, but highly ap­ 
preciated vegetable. 
Potato Croquettes. — 
After a dinner when onf» 
has served mashed pota­ 
to and too much is left to dispose of 
In breakfast cakes, croquettes will be 
much enjoyed. 
Beat tho yolk of an 
egg until think, add two tablespoon- 
fulfl of cream, then work in two cup­ 
fuls of ma.shed potato. Shape in cones 
In an Ico cream dipper or mold as ono 
fancies. 
Brash each with milk and 
white of egg and bake brown in the 
oven. These arc oasler to make than 
the deep fried croquettes. 
Potato Cakes.—Season two cupfuls 
of mashed potato with suflicient* per^ 
per and salt. 
Sift In one cupful of 
flour, containing a toaspoonful of bak 
ing powder. 
Add enough 
milk 
to 
make a soft dough, flour well and roll 
out a half inch thick. Gut into roundfl 
with a biscuit cutter. Grease the grid 
die and cook until they riso and are 
brown on one side, then turn. 
When 
woll done split open and butter whil^ 
hot. 
Servo at once. 
Potato Puffs.—Heat to the bollln*^ 
point a half cupful of milk, add twt 
tablespoonfuls of butter and six table 
spoonfuls of flour, all at once after 
the butter is molted; stir unti"* th». 
mi.^turo leaves the sides of thd pan. 
then add two unbeaten eggs, ono at a 
time, stirring well between each ad 
ditlon. Then add two cupfuls of rlced 
potatoes, another egg unbeaten, salt 
and cayenne and cook two minutes 
stirring constantly. 
Drop into deei 
fat and fry brown. 
Baked Potatoes.—Take long pota 
toes, wash woll and grease with a lit 
tie bacon fat. This makes them bakb 
quicker, only tho thin peeling need» 
to be removed, consequently it is also 
more economical. They are a rich ap 
petUlng brown 
which 
also .make» 
them more valuable, appealing .to tht 
taste.

course where \nilk 
is abundant there is no excuse for the 
economy, but with milk ten and even 
lifteon cents a quart the expense may 
be saved. 
Tiie tedious process of ^»roaming the 
butter and sugar Is not necessary for 
an every-day cake; tho fat may be 
warmed not moiled, thoij it mixes 
quickly; tho eggs beaten and ‘added 
first, tho whites- foided in at the last. 
Anotlior and still shorter cut is per­ 
formed in the following manner—beat 
the eggs with the sugar, add Hour and 
other ingredients used and .‘^tir in the 
melted butter or fat at tho last, then 
give tlie cake a good boating and see 
what a tasty fine-grained cake you 
have with little time expended. 
When using any fat instead of butter, 
salt must be added to bring out the 
fiavor. 
Pastry fiour is smoother in 
texture than broad fiour and cakes and 
pastry made from it are fine-grained 
and better texture. 
It does not need 
the many siftings which bread Hour 
seems to require. 
Fats skimmed from the tops of soups 
is vegetables have not been cooked in 
it, drippings from roasts and chicken 
fat are all good fats to use in cake 
making. 
When the fat is ineUod and 
added hist, the cake should not be 
stirred much until after tho fat is 
added, then give it a good beating, by 
stirring before, it seems to touglien tlie 
texture. 
Prune Cake.—Throe eggs, one cuptul 
of powdered, sugar, three tablespoon- 
fuls of sour cream, tw’o cupfuls of 
flour, (two taldcspoonfuls or less if you 
use bread flour), one toa.spoonful of all­ 
spice, two toaspoonfuls of cinnamon, a 
cupful of cooked, finely cut prunes, 
luilf a teaspoonful of soda and three- 
fourths of a cupful of moiled butter 
added at the last, tlien give a good 
beating.

six carrot balls, six turnip balls, one 
tea.spoonful of salt, one bay loaf, one 
clove, four tablespoonfuls of flour, half 
a pint of water, and one chopped chili 
pepper. 
Slice the onion and brown it 
in thi» fat, remove the onion and add 
the moat cut in small pieces, brown 
these wvll, remove the meat to a cas­ 
serole, add paprika and water, cover 
the dish and place in the oven. 
Fry 
tho potato, carrot, turnip and onion 
balls in liot fat. add them to tlie meat 
after it has .slmnieivd an hour and a 
half.

pepper and two tablespoonfuls of wa- 
ter. Jioll out thin a plain pastry, cut 
it in large rounds and place a heap 
of the mixture In the center, wet the 
rdges. press together and crimp witli 
the fingers. 
Brush each over with a 
beaten egg and bake in a hot oven for 
three-quarters of an hour.
